(1)  and  (2).  Every  foreign  going  vessel  arriving  from  a  foreign,  port 
is  boarded  by  the  Customs  Officer  immediately  on  arrival,  and  the 
Captain  asked  to  fill  in  and  sign  a  Declaration  of  Health  which  is 
immediately  sent  to  the  Office  of  the  Port  Sanitary  Officer. 

(3)  Any- notification  of  an  inward' vessel  requiring  attention  under 
Article  6  would  be  received  through  the  Harbour  Master  and  Pilots. 

(4)  A  Mooring  Station  has  been  designated  as  required  by  Article  10 
of  the  Regulations,  and  is  situated  immediately  North  of  the  Railway 
Quay,  on  the  East  side  of  the  River  Arun.  It  has  been. agreed  with  the 
Harbour  Master  that  should  this  berth,  bo  in  ube  when  required  for 
quarantine,  an  alternative  berth  will  be  found  for  the  vessel  then 
occupying  it.  The  provision  of  an  additional  .Mooring  Station  outside 
the  Harbour  is  considered  impracticable. 

No  vessel  has  been  detained  for  medi cal . examination  during  the 

year.
